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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose an apparatus for selectively energizing a high-voltage AC electrical load 
having, inter alia, switch means extended through and movable within a central opening 
of a switch housing and coupled to means for selecting a pre-programmed function of 
said apparatus for selectively energizing said load (claims 1 , 1 1); or switch means 
having plurality of positions mounted a switch housing for selecting different pre- 
programmed functions which are predefined in control means mounted in said housing 
(claims 21 and 26). The remaining claims 2-10, 12-20, 22-25 and 27-30 are allowed by 
virtue of their dependencies on the independent claims. Hence, the examiner has 
allowed claims 1 through 30. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
